A Proclamation declaring His Maieſties pleaſure 


touching Orders to be obſerued for preuention of 
diſperſing the Plague. 


He Kings Maieſtie, finding that the infection of the Plague at this preſent 
hath begunne to bzeake foꝛth in ſome places neare vnto the City of London, 
and ſome other parts of che Kingdome, Out of Hts Pzincely and pꝛouident 

MI care of the common good and ſafety of His Dominions and people, by a 

tinielp vle of good meanes (accompamed with the bleſſing of Almighty God) 

to pꝛeuent the increaſing and diſperſing thereof, Hath thought fit, with the 

aduice of His Pꝛiuie Councell, to declare His Royall Plcaluretherein: And 

whereas in the time of the laſt Plague, there were diuers good Oꝛders 

thought meet by his Mateſtie and His Pꝛiuie Councell to be publiſhed with 

fundꝛy good Rules, Pzeſeruatines, and Directions againſt the Infection, His Pateſty is pleaſed 

that the ſame O2ders, Rules, and Medicines ſhall be againe now publiſhed and renewed, toge⸗ 
ther with ſome additions. 

And doth therefoꝛe require and commandall Juſtices of the Peace in enery County,as well within 
Liberties as without, and all Maio2s, Sheriffes, Bailiffes, Conſtables, Headbozoughs, and other 
His Officers, Miniſters, and Sub'ects whacſoener, to take knowledge of His Maieſties Royall 
Will and Pleaſure therein; And that enery one of them in their ſeucrall places where the Inke⸗ 
ttion is, 02 ſhall happen to be, doe vſe all care and vtmoſt endeauour foz the due and effectuall exe⸗ 
tution of the lame: And to that end, His Maieſties expꝛeſſe charge and command ts, That all the 
ſatd Juſtices of the Peace, as well within their ſcuerall Juriſdictions as (if cauſe be) in places 
adiacent thereunto, doe aſſemble together in ſome ſafe and meet places; to treat and conſult amongſt 
themſelues, oꝛ with the Puſtices of neighbouring Counties oz Liberties, where there hall bee 
cauſe, how the ſaid Oꝛders and Directions may be duely obſerned, foz the better pzeuenting the 
diſperſion and increaſing of the Sickneſſe, and foz the Reliefe and well o2dering of ſuch, as are 
oꝛ (hall be infected with the Plague, and to take account how the ſaid Oꝛders and Directions 
are from time to time perfozmed, and the Offendozs puniſhed; So as no Neglect, Vemilneſle, 
oꝛ Offence in that behalfe be ſuffered to paſſe without due cozrection and chaſtiſement. And Hts 
Mateſtte doth hereby further declare, that whoſoeuer in this buſinefle (ſo much impozting Hims 
ſeife, his Kingdome, and People) ſhall be found Remiſſe oz Negligent, whether they be Maiozs, 
Sheriffes, Juſtices of Peace, Batliffes, Conſtables, 02 other ters, os perſons of what de- 

, qualitie , oꝛ condition ſoeuer, muſt expect to receiue ſuch condigne puniſhment as by the 


frictel Lawes oz Statutes of the Realme, oz otherwiſe may be inflicted vpon them.
